DOWN WITH A PARACHUTE. 


A'Ctomm Balloon Han Says Iff 
Qen- 


, * 
tie and Not HaBardon*. 


"Coming down from the clouds.in.a 


parachute Is like a dream," said a elr 
cus balloon artist 
"Ever dream of 


falling from a lilgli place? .You come 
down, alight quietly and awake, and 
you're not hurt. Well, thr.t's the para- 
chute drop over again. No; there Is no 
danger. A parachute can be guided 
readily on the down trip, but you can't 
steer a balloon. To guide a parachute 
out of harm's way n practiced hand 
can tilt It one way or the other, spill 
out air and thus work It to where you 
want to land or to avoid water, trees, 
chimneys or church spires. 'Circus as- 
censions are generally, made In the 
evening. When the sun goes down, the 
Wind goes down. The balloon then 
shoots Into the air, and the parachute 
drops back on the circus lot or not far 
away. A balloon Is made of 4 per cent 
muslin and weighs about 500 pounds. 
A parachute is made of 8 cent muslin. 


"There is much more, danger Is com- 


ing down In a balloon. When It strikes 
the earth, It's like a big ball and 
bounds up again, taking you with It 
Not long ago. la McKeesport, Pa., J 
came down: In a balloon because th'e 
parachute Avould not let go. I nearly 
came dow'nv In a big stack of a blast 
furnace, but the hot air drove the bal- 
loon away. After that I never Intrust- 
ed the parachute arrangement to any 
one, but attended to it myself. 


"The rope that secures the parachute 


is cut with a knife. 
The aeronaut 


drops fully 100 feet ;before the para- 
chute begins to fill. It must fill If 
you're up high enough. There are sev- 
eral hundred parachute men In the 
business, and the accidents are less in 
ratio than railroad casualties. A man 
can't shake out a parachute If it don't 
open. A man in the air is simply pow- 
erless. Invariably the fall Is head first. 
When the parachute begins to fill, tho 
descent Is less rapid, and finally when 
the parachute has gradually filled It 
bulges out with a pop. Then the aero- 
naut climbs on to his trapeze and 
guides the parachute to a safe landing. 
In seven cases out of ten you can land 
back on the lot where you started from. 
Tho first performers must have had 
nerve to make the drop. Now It is a 
ogular business, not considered haz- 
rdous at all. The hardest work Is to 
irlng back the balloon with a wagon. 
Sometimes it tears in the trees or 
wherever It may land when not in the 
pen."—New York Sun.

count the interest on these expendi- 
tutes as it ia counted upon this claim, 
and I say again, speaking conserva- 
tively, that the amount would be over 
rather than under one thousand mill- 
ion dollars 
Therefore, without rais- 


ing specters, I want to tell the truth, 
and I want to say that it we owed this 
money—if we had ever made similar 
payments to any State or to anybody— 
it there were a legal obligation—then 
we ought to pay it, whether the amount 
oe half a million or two thousand 
millions. But if we do not owe it, if 
every State in the North had beeu paid 
under the law every cent that it is en- 
titled to, as it has been, then I do not 
see that we ought tc make a precedent 
which will bring trooping here not 
only California and Oregon, but New 
York, and Illinois, and Massachusetts, 
and every other State, along the line 
of this precedent, knocking at the 
doors of tbe treasury 


Mr. Newlande' motion to concur was 


lost ipon final vote. After tbe debate 
many Congressmen came to Mr. New- 
land:) and said tint the only reason of 
their opposition to the measure was 
their belief that it would open up 
great inroads upon the treasury, that 
they feared the claims would come 
from all the different States like an 
avalanche 
It is to be hoped that 


Congress will yet see the distinction 
pointed out by Mr Newlands between 
the cases of extra pay in the east i iid 
the west.
